As soon as the news of the holding up of 
the train was received by General Manager 
Miller he called upon Sheriff Gilbert for aid. 
A consultation was held at midnight at Mr.

Managers’ Association, and Sheriff Gilbert. 
At the conference Sheriff Gilbert announced 
that it would be of little use for him to at- 
tempt to do anything until mornuig, as most 
of his deputies were out of the city. He 
| agreed, however, to start out and try to find a 
| number of his men. 

Sheriff Gilbert's decision was plainly a dis- 
appointment to General Manager Miller and 
Mr. Egan. They had confidently expected 
Mr. Gilbert to render them immediate as- 
sistance, They told him that a special train 
was in readiness at Curtis and Carroll streets 
to convey him to the scene of the trouble, and 
suggested that Mr. Gilbert proceed to River. 
dale in person and forcibly swear in a num- 
ber of the strikers as deputies. Mr. Gilbert, 
however, did not seem to think this pian feas- 
ible, but assured Mr. Miller that he would get 
some men out there in the morning.

eng.. lawless acts of Dictator Debs’ 
strikérs the lives of thousands of Chicago cit- 
izens were endangered yesterday.

Glenn, “why they allowed the strikers and 
hoodlums to drag the gatemen from their 
posts .of duty.

It was fully 7 o'clock when all

was taken care of. The men gained many 
friends by working until they had satisfied 
the packing and Stock-Yards people and had 
succeeded in getting their stock out. 

The news that the switchmen would go out 
caused much uneasiness at the Stock- Yards. 
It was known that the packing-houses were 
working short-handed and that if the switch- 
men would refuse to deliver cars of meat’ to 
the boycotted roads many men would be laid 
off. The surmises proved true, for when it 
was officially known that the strike was on 
hundreds of men were let go, There was 
nothing else to do. To the men it was a se- 
vere blow. For months they have been 
working at short shifts, earning scarcely 
enough to keep them alive, and then to be cut 
off entirely was more than many could 
stand. The fact is that the packing- 
house employés have no organization 
at present, though it has been the intention 
and efforts of labor men te again invade the 
field. 

The Stock- Yards officials had not reached a 
decision last night as to their intentions. 
Vice-President Sherman and his assistant. 
James H. Ashby, are at Mount Clemens. 
The Switching Association is an organization 
of the several railroads in the hands of the 
Stock-Yards company to do switching in 
Packingtown over the Stock-Yards company’s. 
tracks and the supposition among the men 
last night was that the association would be 
dissolved by the Stock-Yards company’s re- 
fusal to do the work. In that case the work of 
switching would be thrown back to the several 
roads doing business at the Stock-Yards. The 
decision.of the men could not have come at 
amore opportune moment for the packers. 
There is but little stock at the yards and 
nothing to amount to anything is expected to- 
day or Sunday. Stock destined for the yards 
has been side-tracked and detained at points 
through the country, and is held there be- 
cause it was known the men were preparing 
to strike. 

The Chicago and Alton, guarded by men 
wearing big revoivers, brought a train of stock 
into the Texas division: early \yesterday and 
some of the employés of the road, one in par- 
ticular wearing a Prince Albert coat, turned 
the switch. ‘here was no demonstration of 
any kind and after unloading the guards went 
away.

Stockholiers Must Not Be Interested 
in Contracts.

In the bill which will be presented to the 
House of Representatives next week provid- 
ing for the incorporation of the Nicaraguan 
Canal company material and important 
changes will be made as compared with the 
measure which Senator Morgan has intro- 
duced and championed. Provision is made 
for supervision by the Government of the 
United States as well as control of the canal 
and its plant. The government of this coun- 
try is pledged to take 700,000 of the 830.000 
shares of stock besides indorsing the bonds to 
be issued by the company. When the stock 
has been issued, in consideration of the 
guaranty by the United States. of the bonds 
of the company, they shall be régarded as 
full paid and non-assessable. As an 
additional security for the payment of the 
bonds and to save the United States a first 
lien in favor of the United States is to be 
executed upon the canal and its plant. It is 


-understood the bill which the House will sub- 


stitute for the Senate proposition finds favor 
with Senator Morgan and the other friends 
of the Nicaraguan Canel, being in fact a-con- 
crete embodiment of all the various measures 
which have been submitted to Congress in re- 
gard to this project. Under the provisions of 
the House bill there will be no Credit Mobil- 
ler subsidy or any chance for possible 
collusion or corruption between government 
officials and outsiders, An effort will be 
made to carry on the work of construction 
under the direct control and inspection of the 
engineer corps of the army, just the same as 
is now done in carrying out the provisidns of 
the river and harbor bill. There must be 


governmental supervision for the benefit of 


all parties interested, and primarily for the 
reason that the United States will be con- 
cerned to .the extent of 70-83 in the return 
made by.the canal upon the capital invested. 
In the Senate bill it is provided there shall be 
1,000,000 shares of stock valued at $100 
each, while in the roposed House bill there 
are to be 830,000 shares. 


Details of the Bill. 


The language of the House bill is as fol- 
lows: 

The capital stock of the Maritime Canal com- 
pany of Nicaragua shall consist of 830,000 

shares of $100 each. and shall be non-ass ssable, 
and no moré than this nunfber of shares shall be 
issued except by the consent of Congress. 
Nicaragua Canal whenever used in this act, 
shall be held to include all real and personal | 
property and franchises, railroads, piers, ..chan- 
nels, ams, locks, embankments, and other 
works necessary.for or incidental to the con- 
struction, equ 1 1 maintenance, and opera- 
tion of the said interoceanie canal made or that 
may be made by the Maritime Canal company of 
Niearagua, og under its authority, by virtue of 
the said acts and the toneessions granted or to 
be granted by Nicaragua and Costa Rica, 
and shail panes the exclusive right to 
navigate = steam the San Juan 
River and Lake Nicaragua granted to Sefior F. A. 
7 by the Republic of Nicaragua, March 16, 
1877. If the Maritime Canal company of Nica- 
reas shall, within nine months from the passage 
of this act, ‘show to the ir of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury that all the stock of the 
Maritime Canal company of 2 hereto- 
fore subscribed for or issued, except that hereto- 
fore issued to the States of Nicaragua and Costa 
Rica, has been called in, returned to, and can- 
celed by the Tre-surer of thé company, so that 
none shall remain outstanding, and that all 
bonds issued by said company and obligations to 
deliver bonds have been redeemed and canceled, 
and all liabilities of the said company have been 
satisfied, and all contracts and agreements here- 
tofore made, including all contracts with the 
Nicaragua Canal Construction company, have 
been canceled, the Secretary of the Treasury 
shall in behalf of the United. States subscribe 
for 700,000 shares of the capital stock of said 
company.

Said company shall thereu 0 issue to the said 
Secretary of the Treasury ofthe United States 
700,000 shares of the capital stock of said com- 
pany herein provided for, to be deposited with 
the Treaswroer of the United States (which stock

„ heréinafter provided for, and shall be ro- 
ga tod as full paid‘and hon-assessabie). In ad- 
ition thereto 10,000 shares of non-assessable 
capital stock of said company shall be delivered 
to such person or persons as may be designated 
by the stockholders of said Maritime Canal com- 
pany. whose stocks have been surrendered and 
canceled as hereiabefore required. Upon the 
issuance and delivery of the stock hereinbefore 
18 forthe places of the directors of the 
aritime Canal company of Nicaragua, except 
such as represent the States of Nicaragua and 
Costa Rica, shall become vacant. 

That the Board of Directors of the Maritime 
Canal company of Nicaragua shall consist of 
eleven directors, one to be appointed by Costa 
Rica,one by Nicaragua, and oné by the stock- 
holders of the Maritime Canal company, other 
than the said governments, and eight to be ap- 
pointed by the President of.the United States, 
by and with the advice and consent ofthe Senate, 
and removable by the 12 2 of the United 
States for cause. No direchors appointed by 
the President of the United States shall own, 
directly or indirectly, any stock or pecumary 
interest‘in said company, nor shall any stock- 
holder, director; officer; or employé be connected 
in any manner with or interested directly or in- 
directly in any contract made by thasaid com- 
bam for implements, equipment, material, or 
anything connected with ‘the construction, 


‘quipeas t, or operation of said canal, and not 


more th n four of them shall be appointed. from 
one political party. 


Three Classes of Directors, 


At their first meeting the directors appointed 
by the President of the United States shall pro- 
ceed to divide themselves by Jot into three 
¢clakses, onefof which shall consist of two directors 
who shall hold office for two years, one of three 
directors who shall hold office for four years, and 


oe of three directors who shall hold office for 


six years, and until their successors are ap- 

pointed atid qualitied, and their successors, re- 
spectively, shall Hold office for six years. The 
director named by the holders of stock, other 
than that held by the United States and the 
States of Nicaragu@ and Costa Rica. shall hold 
office for six years and until his succéssor is ap- 
pointed and qualified. Six of the eleven directors, 

of whom five at least must be directors a pointed 
by the President of.the United States. shall con- 

stitute. a quorum for the transaction of busi- 

ness. The Board of Directors shall elect a 
President and Vice-President from their 
number a id also a Secretary and Assistant Secre- 
tary and Treasurer, but neither the Secretary nor 
the Assistant Secretary nor the Treasurer shall 
be-a director. The Treasurer of said Maritime 
Canal company shall give bond to the United 
States in such sum as may be fixed by the Board 
of Direétors. The compensation of thé directors 
shail be $5,000 a year, except the President, wh 
shall receive 66,000 à year. The actual travel- 
ing expenses incurred by said directors in the 
service of the company shall be paid on approval 
ofthe same by the Presideftof the board. The 
directors shall fix the salaries’ and com pensation 
of all their employés, agents, and managers, in- 
cluding the engineer not detailed for duty by the 
Secretary of War. 


Directors to Make Reports. 


Every director appointed by the President of 
the United States shall visit the canal and make 
a personal examination of the works at least 
once each year. And they shall on or before the 
15th day of November of each year make and 
send tothe President of the United States a fall 
and complete report in writing of all the acts 
and doings of the company, with a clear and de- 
tailed statement of the progress and condition of 
the work, together with their recommendation. 
A copy of said report shall be laid before Con- 
gress by the President with his annual message. 

Immediately after the organization of said 
board the Secretary of the Treasury of the United 
States shall cause an account to be started with 
the Maritime Canal company of Nicaragua, 
Which shall include all necessary and proper ex- 
pouditures made by. said r since the 
3d. day of June, 1889, ‘End about 
the. construction of the suid canal or 
incident thereto, iocluding all railroad and 
telegraph lines built by said company. For the 
reimbursement of said expenditures: so ascer- 
tained and by him approved there shall be issued 
and deiivered to the agents selected by the stock- 
holders heretofore provided for capital stock of 
said company in an amount equal at par value 
to the sum of such expenditures so ascertained, 
which sum shall not in any event exceed $4,500,- 
000. Said stock so issued shail non- 
assegsable, and the acceptance of the 
same shail be full satisfaction of 
all claims against the United States 
or the Maritime Canal company of Nicaragua. 
The United States hereby reserves the right to 


-purchasé the stock issued as hereinbefore pro- 


vided for, other than that issued to the United

That the said Maritime Canal company shall not 
issue any bonds or mortgages except. as hegein 
provided, and shall not inderse or guaranteethe 
paper, coutract, or obligation of any person, per- 
sons, or corporation whatsoever, except as here- 
in provided. and no contract shall bo 
entered into or purchase made by said 
company beyond the amount of bonds aufthori- 
zed to be issued by this act. That the bonds so 
issued to said directors shall be disposed of by 
them at not less than their par value, and the 
proceeds arising from such sales shall be paid 
into the treasury of the Canal company and 
shall be used for the extinguishment of the com- 
pany's indebtedness contracted after the ap- 
pointment, by the President of the United States, 
of the eight directors herein provided for. 

That Congress shall at ail times have the power

He Wants the Sugar Bonus Continued for 
This Year and Is Inclined to Make 
Trouble- Whisky Men Are Elated Over 
the Advance in the Tax and Advance 

the Price ot Spirits Thre Cents a Gal- 

lon=Report on the Visible Supply of 
Wheat. 

WasHincros, D. C., June 29,—Sendtor 
Blanchard, it is understood, is making con- 
siderable trouble for the Finance committee 
by his protests against the proposed changes 
in the sugar schedule, The Louisiana Senator 
is holding out especially for the continuation 
of the bounty for the present year. He also 
calls attention to the fact that the Finance 
committee has backed out of its original 
proposition to abrogate the Hawaiian 
reciprocity ‘treaty, which permits the 
sugar product of that country to 
enter free, and is reported as saying the 
sugar producers of his State would be 
greatly injured by the sudden reduction of the 
bounty as proposed by the committee. He 
has put forth the claim that the.proposed 
change is in violation of the Democratic cau- 
eus agreement, and intimated in very plain 
language that if the changes are made as pro- 
posed the bill will not receive his support. 
Mr. Blanchatd has appealed to his colleague, 
Senator Cafferyzto join him in making a de- 
termined fight against the proposed changes, 
but it is understood Caffery, while displeased 
with the changes, does not feel disposed to go 
to the same length that Mr. Blanchard has to 
preserve the present sugar schedule in the 
bill.

Talks of the Cold Shoulder Given 
| Woman's Suffrage at Albany. 

New Tonk, June 29.— [Special.] — Mrs. 
Lillie Devereaux Blake tonight said in refer- 
énce to the set-back given the suffrage ques- 
tion before the New York constitutional 
convention: 1 see that the Suffrage 
committee has. ordered all public discussion 
of the subject of equal suffrage before it 
closed, and that it will report adversely on 
the general proposition of abolishing the sex 
line instead of a particular amendment, but 
will ask that the subject be made a special 
order and debated at length. I also observe 
that five out of seventeen members of 
the committee are in favor of abolishing the 
sex distinction. Now, that is encouraging, 
for if such a matter came up five yéars ago it 
is doubtful if we could have got more than 
two out of seventeen. And besides, the com- 
mittee does not really represent the con- 
vention, as you will find. The committee. 
in fact, has been manipulated in our disfavor, 
for it is know that a majority ofthe mem- 
bers up the State are for woman suffrage. 
There are yet ten amendments before the 
convention, all bearing more or less an the 
suffrage question. One amendment may 
allow woinen possesing qualification or 
property to“ vote, and may 9 Still 
further, but that will not satisfy us, e want 
the distinction between the sexes eliminated 
from the statutes on suffra matters, and 
that is what is coming. The women of this 
State own 5600. 000.000 worth of property, 
and they will soon own more than one-half. 
Under such a condition the right to vote can- 
not long be withheld from them.“

FLEE FROM THE MOB. 
ln GIVE HOT OHASE TO THE 
TAYLOR BROTHERS. 


People Gather by Hundreds at Brookfield, 
Mo., to Deal Summarily with the Mar- 
derers of the Meeks Family<On the 
Sherif! Stepping at Macon with the 
Prisoners the Avengers Start in Excit- 
ing PursuiteTayiors Finally Landed in 
St. Jo- Negro Lynched in Missouri. 

Macon Crry; Mo., June 29.—([Special.]— 

‘The Taylor brothers—William P. and George 

E.—escaped lynching here early this morning 

only by the activity of the Sheriff, who rushed 

them off to a place of safety just in time to 
outwit the mob. The Taylors murdered the 

Meeks family of four—father, mother, and 

two small girle—near Brownmg, Mo., May 

12. They fled the country, but were capt- 

ured in Arkansas and were being brought 

back. The whole region was aroused and last 
night a mob of a thousand men from Brown- 
ing, Milan, and other towns in the vicinity 
organized and awaited the arrival of the 
prisoners at Brookfield. When the train 
pulled in they made a rush for it, but Sheriff 


„Barton of Linn County, who had the mur- 
-derers in charge, had been apprised of the 


danger and got off the train here, thirty miles 
east of Brookfield, and locked the-men in jail 
here. 

The mob was disappointed, but tne caution 
of the Shariff seemed to make them the more 
determined. They then raided the livery 
stables of Brookfield and procured enough 
horses to mount 200 of the would-be lynchers. 
The mounted mob started for Macon City 
about 11 o’clock eager to storm the jail, 
while fifty others boarded a Hannibal and St. 
Joe train. 

The Sheriff at Macon City was informed of 
their coming and hurried his prisoners out of 
jail and down to the depot to catch the south- 
bound Wabash train leaving at 1:20-a. m. 
While the Wabash train with the Taylors on 
board stood at the depot the train with the 
lynchers pulled in. The mob made a rush for 

e Wabash train, but the Sheriff saw them 
coming in time to signal the engi- 
neer, and the train dashed away just 
as the mob reached the platform. The 
prisoners were taken to Moberly and 
then to St. Joseph. The mounted mob 
rode into Macon City just before apo or this 
morning, but.finding the Taylors had been 
taken away turned Sack for home. The ex- 
citement here is intense and it is probable 
there will be another outbreak when the 
Taylors are brought back. 

Sr. Joszren, Mo., June 29.—[Special.]— 
William and George Taylor, the murderers of 
the Meeks family near Browning, Mo., were 
brought to this city today by Sheriff Barton 
of Linn County to escape vengeance from the 
hands of a mob.

PEOPLE, 

Speaking for the executive officers of the 
different terininal railroad lines centering in 
this city, Mx. J. M. Egan, ex-railroad Presi- 
dent, says the employés have “ quitted work 
“without any grievance of their own, and 
the question is altogether independent of 
Mr. Pullman.” Hence Mr. Pullman will 
not be consulted by tne railroads in regard to 
a settlement of the difficulty. He takes the 
correct view of the matter. Practically he 
and his associates are resisting the arrogant 
claim by Debs & Co. to dictate the conditions 
on which they shall do businesg, to say whom, 
‘as common carriers, they shall transport and 
in what kind of a conveyance. They are re- 
sisting a grasp at imperial power by a couple 
of bold usurpers, and the issue has passed far 
away beyond all that is involved in the labor 
strike of the Pullman workers for higher 
‘wages. | 

If the original question had been submitted 
to arbitration the Pullman workingmen 
would have gained so little that the result 


would hardly ha ve been worth talking about, 


certainty not worth fighting for. The decline 
in wagea was from an average of about $2.25 
to $1.85 or $1.90, or barely 16 per cent. 
‘This is probably offset by the increased pur- 
chasing power of the dollars earned since the 
panic began, statistics showing a big falling 
off in prices during the last twelve months, 
and this is). in harmony with a 24 per cent 
reduction in the national volume of business 
and in the Federal revenues, Hence the arbi- 
trators could not have awarded an important 
advance without in effect decreeing that the 
workers should be able to buy more goods 
with the wages of a day’s labor than they 
could in boom times a year ago. 

But suppose the arbitrators had awarded 
the ad vande claimed by the men in money 
value over the wages of 1893. Would they 
have obtained it? Not under present condi- 
tions. The higher wages would have been 
paid to the few men employed by, the com- 
pany in repairmg its own cars; but the num- 
ber would be small, limited to those en- 
gaged in such repairing, 

Mr. Puliman told the men about eight 
weeks ago that if he should grant their re- 
quest it would be a most unfortunate thing 
for them, as at that moment there was less 
than sixty days of contract work in sight in 
the shops under all orders, and that there was 
absolutely no possibility in the present condi- 


tion of affairs throughout the country of get- 


ting any more ordets for. work at prices 
measured by the wages of May, 1893.) Under 
such a scale the works necessarily “must close 
down and the great majority of the employés 
be put in idleness, a condition: of affairs: he 
was most anxious to avoid. And he showed 
them that even at the reduced wages there 
was an actual loss to his company of several 
dollars per car on more than one of the con- 
tracts then being filled by the company. 

It is fair to presume that few even of the 
strikers would insist on the Pullman com- 
pany being obliged to furnish them work at a 
big loss to itself by paying out more for con- 
struction than the contract amounted to.

WHICH PARTY Is RESPONSIBLE} 

The Chairman of the Nebraska Democratic 
convention, which was held a few days ago, is 
credited with one of the most audacious state- 
| ments ever made, He charged the prevailing 
busihess depression to thirty years of Repab- 
lican legislation and said he did not see how 
Democrats could be expected to change it in 
a moment. 

None but.the worst kind of a. reckless

ten years’ term and also by a cheapening of 
the necessaries of life.

Either gold monometallism, silver monometal- 
lism, or an agreement between the silver produ- 
cing countries which will force’ the rest of the 
world to a platform of genuine bimetallism. Of 
thesa three situations, he prefers the last. 


The United States and Mexico are the two 
greatest. silver-producing countries of the 
world, They furnish about twelve-seventeenths 
Next comes Bolivia, and 
then follow Australia, Germany, Chile, 
France, Spain, Peru, the Central American 
States, dnd Japan. But Australia cannot act 
independent of? England, and Germany, 
France, and Spain will not enter into the pro- 
posed league as silver producers. The only 
countries which can be expected to go into 
this combination are the United States, Mex- 
ico, the Central American States, and the 
South American States on the Pacific coast. 

The imports of Great Britain are valued at 
a little over 2,000, million dollars and the 
exports at more than a billion and a half. 


The imports of France and Germany are over 


a billion each. The exports of each.country 
amountto nine hundred millions. The ex- 


| ports of the United States last year were 


$920,000,000 and the imports $840,000,- 
000. The Mexican, Bolivian, and Peruvian 
exports are less than a hundred millions, and 
so are the imports. These tigures show that 
the star of the commercial empire has: rot 


' gotten this side of the Atlantic yet. 


What can be more absurd than to imagine 
that the United States, either with or without 
these feeble Latin allies, the silver-producing 
countries of the New World, can force the 
rest of the world’’-to do something regarding 
silver if it does not deem it for its interest to 
do without foremg? Any attempt at com- 
pulsion would influence the course of the test 
of the world just as much as Mr. Jefferson's 
abortive, ridiculous embargo did that of Great 
Britain. The Fourth of July is drawing near 
and patriotic statesmen may think this a good 
time to call on the American people to rise 
up and trample on the “effete monarchies ” 
of Europe and ‘‘odious policies of Europe 
and dictate currencies to the 400 millions of 
trembling peoples of ‘the European world. 
But they know, if they know anything of 
trade statistics, that they ars talking arrant 
nonsense. f 


THE DEMOCRATIC SILVER PLANK. 


The Illinois Democrats declare in their | 


platform that their party— 

Favors honest money, the gold and silver coin- 
age provided by the Constitution of the United 
States, and a currency convertible in such coin- 
age without loss to the holder. They insist that 
justice to all citizens requires a strict adherence 
to this Democratic principle. and they dem and 
that the government shall spare no effort to bring 
about a proper ratio between the values of gold 
and silver so that parity may be maintained be- 
tween the two metals and all mints thrown open 
to free coinage. 

This platform commits thé Democrats of 


Illinois to one kind of a specie dollar to be 


just as good for buying and all purposes as 
another dollar. 


They want the gold and silver 
dollars to de so absolutely equal in intrinsic 
value that a man will accept free silver for 
his wages as soon as he will gold. and that 
one will buy just as much of any article as the 
other. That is sound Republican doctrine 
which tne Democrats of Northern Illinois 
forced the Populist Democrats of Egypt to 
swallow with many grimaces. ? 

The plank says also that there shall be no 
free coinage of silver unless the dollars coined 
from that metal shall have the same purchas- 
ing power and the same exchange value as 
gold dollars, unless the intrinsic value of the
